represent what he terms "Princes of 
Prlrtlege," and are representative* of 
"Dollar Dynasties." 


I, for one. believe in the reason- 


able industrial practice that 
If 
an 


executive you hire to run your busl- 
nesa affairs proves himself incom- 
petent and unworthy ot your confi- 
dence, he should be discharged. 


At an administrator ot the affair* 


of the people ot thl* country the 
present chief executive has proved 
himself incapable. 
He ha* forfeited

Both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Leh- 


man have gone far beyond their ex- 
ecutive powers and have usurped the 
powers of the legislature. 
In addi- 


tion. Mr. Roosevelt has attempted to 
usurp the powers of the Judiciary. 


Both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Leh- 


man have gone far beyond the pow- 
ers and dignity of their high offices in 
permitting their spokesmen to abuse 
and vilify members of Congress and 
members of the 
state 
legislature, 


who, as duly elected representatives 
of the people, have voted as their 
consciences dictated and as their con- 
stituents would have them vote in- 
stead of voting as Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Lehman demanded. 


Both Mr. Roose>elt and Mr. Leh- 


man were former proteges of Gover- 
nor Alfred B. Smith and both "took 
a walk" away from "Al" long before 
be "took a walk" from the new po- 
litical party they built up at the ex- 
pense of the Jeffersonian Democrats 
ot the state of New York. 


Holh Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Leh-

It 
was and always will be necessary and 
humane to provide food and shelter 
for 
the impoverished unemployed 


with their dependents; nor do I refer 
to needed improvements of sound and 
permanent value, but the orgy of 
spending the money of all the peo- 
ple on us«le»i or temporary projects 
used as vehicles for dispensing po- 
litical patronage to a favored few, 
cannot be defended. 
Moreover, the 


refusal or failure of those In authori- 
ty to consider the day of reckoning 
ha* caused the people of thl* coun- 
try to be fearful of the future finan- 
cial stability of the nation. It ha* 
been estimated that 40 per cent of 
the Income of every Individual Is paid 
back to the state or nation in taxe* — 
not only real and personal property 
taxes but Income taxes, transfer tax- 
e*. gift taxe*. sales taxes, process tax- 
es. gasoline taxes, production taxes 
franchise taxe*. dalle* on Import* 
and export*, license fees of all kind*.

On May 20th Governor Lehman 


announced that he would not be a 
candidate for re-election, but along 
came the Philadelphia convention and 
here again the national administra- 
tion Indicated its control over the 
executive at 
Albany. 
The well 


planned demonstration by New Deal 
delegates, consisting principally of 
New Deal office holders, the people 
who were and are benefiting from 
the New Deal spendthrift policies, 
was too much for the governor to 
withstand and so again he is to be- 
come the standard-bearer of the New 
Deal forces in this state, solely in 
the hope that his candidacy may be 
of aid to his Washington colleagues. 


Contrast, If you will, this record 


of a New Deal governor with that 
of the Republican members of the 
1935 legislature. 
In the assembly 


campaign of 1935 these Republican 
candidates 
made certain 
definite 


pledges. These pledge* were re- 
newed at the joint conference of Re- 
publican legislators and county chair- 
men held in Albany on December 1$. 
1935, and these pledges were lived 
up to by the Republican members 
during the past legislative session. 


Reviews Pledges .- 


Let me review a few of the Re- 


publican pledges 
made good 
this 


year: 


The Republican legislators agreed 


to cooperate with the governor and 


ith the Democratic majority in the 


senate on all constructive measures 


blch came within the range of con- 


structive and sound Kovernmentai 
principles. These legislators held to 
their agreement. 
They cooperated 


with the governor in every way pos- 
sible. Instead of cooperation being 
extended in return, the legislative 
session of 193R was transformed in- 
to a political arena because Mr. L«h- 
man'wa* told by New Deal spokes- 
men that he must govern his actions 
with an eye to the national presi- 
dential campaign, instead of with a 
rlew to the needs of New York state 
and It* people. 


Our legislative courtesy and co- 


operation went foe naught ' Instead 
of cooperation, "our Republican legis- 
lators were subjected to an incessant 
barrage of the frovcrnor's attacks 3n 
the press—attacks denouncing our 
action* and indicting our honc.ny of 
purpose. 
The •bstracUonlst tactic* 


of Governor Lehman and his associ- 


ates and their t desire to build up the! 
tottering New' Deal fortifications in 
this state, cost the taxpayers hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars because 
of the length of the legislative ses- 
sion and the New Deal's incessant 
penchant for experimentation. This 
obstructionism was another Chapter 
in "Lehman's Governmental Follies." 


Again, believing that 
unemploy- 


ment represented the real measure of 
the depression, and further beliexing 
this important problem had been at- 
tacked in an entirely unsatisfactory 
way. 
the 
Republican 
legislature 


promised the people and asked for 
the creation of a joint commission 
composed of the members of the re- 
lief committee of senate and assem- 
bly including members of the TERA 
as ex-officio, for the purpose of con- 
ducting an Impartial investigation In- 
to the causes and administration of 
uneniDlovment. 
This in order that 


the state niisht ascertain the future 
needs of its neonle and the most rn- 
lichtened method of cosine -with the 
unemployment nroblem. 


Did this logical, helpful, necessary 


Investigation take place? It did not. 
The New Deal did not want spread 
upon the records the extent of unem- 
ployment and the appalling travesty 
of federal administration of relief. 
And so it was that the governor 
failed to give support to this import- 
ant measure. 


The Republican legislature pledged 


and introduced legislation leading to 
a resumption of the railroad grade- 
«rossing elimination program as a 
means of reducing unemployment. 


Was this recommendation accept- 


able to the governor? By no means. 
He was against It. He was against 
it because the New Deal gave him a 
negative answer 
to 
his" question. 


"Should we do this?" And, instead 
of action on this needed program, all 
ihat the people of the state received 
was publicity statements written by 
the corps of propagandists on the 
payroll of the New Deal state and 
national .administrations. 


The Republican members of" the 


legislature pledged themselves to 
work for an eight-hour day to em- 
ployes in state institutions, and In- 
troduced enabling legislation Imme- 
diately after the convening of the 
legislature on January 1 last. 


The governor vetoed this proposal 


in 1335 -on the premise that 
the 


state did not have sufficient funds to 
defray the cost of such an innovation. 
But. that did not stop Aim from at- 
tempting to claim credit for this Re- 
publican 
measure, 
after 
it 
had 


passed. 
He is still - claiming the 


credit. In fact, if jou will examine 
the partial 
Republican 
Legislative 


program adopted-by the Joint Con- 
ference of the Republican members 
of the legislature, and Republican 
county chairmen held in Albany, De- 
cember 18, 1935, and contrast It with 
the governor's message to the legis- 
lature, read on January 1, 1936, you 
will find that the governor took sub- 
jects and entire passages from our 
recommendations and 
appropriated 


them for himself, striving to give to 
the people of the state the impres- 
sion that these measures originated 
with him. But, to go on, briefly: 


The Republican members of the 


legislature agreed last December to 
repeal the so-called state NRA la 
as enacted In Chapter 781 of the 
Laws of 1933, and to repeal also all 
other state legislation passed at the 
request of the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration for purposes which the 
Supreme Court had declared uncon- 
stitutional, and which had proved un- 
workable in practice. Again the Re- 
publican legislators made good their 
promise and introduced 
legislation 


looking towards the repeal of these 
laws. 
In this their efforts were op- 


posed every step of the way by Gov- 
ernor Lehman and his 
Democratic 


legislative rubber-stamps. 


Made Good Promise 


The Republican "member* of the 


legislature pledged themselves to 
county government reform, and make 
good their promise through the pass* 
age of the Fearon county reform bill. 


The Republican members of the 


legislaiure 
pledged themselves to 


economy in government and then, 
making good their promise, slashed 
close to $15.000.000 from the gov- 
ernor's huge budget, one of 
the 


largest in the history of the state. 


The Republican members of the 


legislature pledged themselves to re-

slashed one per cent per gallon from 
these taxes. 


The Republican members of the 


legislature introduced and urged the 
passage of a bill to provide free milk 
to undernourished and needy chil- 
dren. This bill not only would have 
provided .necessary relief for indigent 
families but aJso would have helped 
materially ibe milk producers of the 
state. No bill 3n the legislature wa* 
jnore strenuously opposed by the 
New Deal representative* and It did 
not pass. 


The Republican member* of the

service*; unemployment Relief Law;

were I to recite in complete detail 
the splendid story ot how the

sume further on your patience were

to enlarge upon the few highlights 
already given you.
